The improvement of Haverford ave- 
nue, Narberth, between Essex and 
Wynnewood avenues, will be complet- 
ed by the end of next week, accord- 
ing to County Superintendent of 
Highways Cook. 

A delay in the work, which is be- 
ing done by the County, was encoun- 
tered this week when it was decided 
to change the alignment of the road 
so as to eliminate a kink near the 
eastern end of the improvement. This 
will require a little extra excavation, 
Mr. Cook pointed out, but will add 
considerably to the appearance of the 
finished street. 

The top dressing of "Specification 
E" will be applied on Monday. This 
is the same surface which was ap- 
plied to the business section of Haver- 
ford avenue last year and to Wynne- 
wood avenue. 

Several unemployed men from Nar- 
berth and vicinity have been given 
work on the improvement in two 
shifts, working three days each. 

County aid for the improvement of 
this section of Haverford avenue was 
granted in May following negotiations 
by Charles V. Noel, County Commit- 
teeman from the Borough, and Robert 
F. Wood, chairman of the Borough 
Council's Highway Committee, with 
the County Commissioners. 

It is expected that the project will 
cost in the neighborhood of $7,000 to 
$8,000, a small part of which expense 
is being borne by the Borough. 

The paving of this section of Hav- 
erford avenue brings to a close the 
street improvement campaign which 
was initiated in 1924 by Mr. Wood, 
who went into Council in 1926 on the 
strength of this program. 

No public streets now remain in 
Narberth which are not paved with 
a modern and substantial surface.

Company Next Monday, 
August 15 

Four new forms of cummutation tick- 
ets, greatly extending the privilege of 
purchasing transportation at whole- 
sale, will be available to patrons of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, beginning 
next Monday (August 15), on all of 
its lines serving the Philadelphia sub- 
urban territory. At the same time 
new low rate round trip fares will be 
established between intermediate sta- 
tions in the same area.

ly ticket. It will be good for the cal- 
endar week, commencing on Monday, 
and may be purchased any Saturday, 
Sunday or Monday for the ensuing 
week. 

Another departure will be a month- 
ly ticket good for twenty trips within 
a period of thirty days from date of 
sale. This ticket will be available 
at a slightly higher rate per trip 
than the present 60-trip ticket now 
sold between Philadelphia and sub- 
urban points. It may be purchased 
at any time. 

The 60-trip six months' ticket now 
on sale between Philadelphia and the 
principal suburban stations will also 
be placed on sale between intermedi- 
ate points on each division within the 
suburban area. 

The new reduced round-trip ticket 
will be sold for one-third less than 
double the regular one-way fares. It 
I will be evailable every day in the 
week to or from Philadelphia or be- 
tween any two stations on a suburban 
line. It will have a return limit of 
two days in addition to the day of the 
sale. 

The territory embraced in the ar- 
rangement extends as far west as 
Coatesville on the Main Line; the 
Philadelphia suburban territory on 
the New York Division; and to Wil- 
mington and Newark, Del., on the 
Southern Division. All stations on 
the Chestnut Hill Branch are includ- 
ed, as well as those on the lines to 
Oxford, Pa., and West Chester and 
those up the Schuylkill Valley as far 
as Pottstown. In New Jersey the 
zones affected will include Borden- 
town, Juliustown, Kinkora, Browns 
Mills, Egg Harbor, Millville, Rich- 
land, Bridgeton, Salem and Penns 
Grove. 



An ordinance regulating the direc- 
tion and speed of traffic, the parking 
of vehicles and establishing a traffic 
court was introduced and passed on 
first reading at the August meeting 
of the Narberth Borough Council on 
Monday night. 

The ordinance was presented by Ed- 
ward S. Haws, chairman of the Public 
Safety Committee. 

The following provisions are incor- 
porated in the ordinance: "That the 
Burgess and Public Safety Commit- 
tee of Council are hereby authorized 
and empowered to regulate the direc- 
tion and speed of traffic and parking 
of vehicles on the streets of the Bor- 
ough, subject to the approval of Coun- 
cil; 

"That the said regulations shall or 
may specify the direction and speed 
of traffic on certain streets or in cer- 
tain areas. 

"That the said regulations shall or 
may specify the manner, angle and di- 
rection for the parking of vehicles on 
certain streets and the periods of time 
during which the same shall be ef- 
fective; 

"That police officers in uniform or 
upon displaying of badge shall have 
authority to warn or arrest on view 
any operator of any vehicle violating 
any of the regulations authorized by 
this ordinance or to notify said oper- 
ator in writing of the time and place 
for a hearing, or to make such infor- 
mation before the Burgess or a Jus- 
tice of the Peace against any such op- 
erator; 

"That all persons violating the reg- 
ulations made under the authority of 
this ordinance shall be subject to a 
fine of not less than five dollars and 
costs or five days' imprisonment in 
jail, or both, said fine to be recover- 
able in the manner prescribed by law; 
"That the Burgess and Justices of 
the Peace of the Borough of Nar- 
berth may establish a special 'Traffic 
Court* for the hearing of cases of vio- 
lations of the regulations authorized 
by this act and the violation of any 
ordinance of Council or Act of the 
Assembly pertaining to the use of 
streets and highways by vehicles." 

Before going into effect the ordi- 
nance must be passed on second and 
third readings, which may be done at 
the September meeting of council. 

Mr. Haws' committee reported that 
16 warning tags had been sent out for 
traffic voilations from July 7 to 27, 
inclusive. 

But three building permits were is- 
sued during July, according to the re- 
port of the Building Committee, pre- 
sented by William H. Fretz, its chair- 
man. 

Permits were issued as follows: 
Charles T. Clegg, 237 Essex avenue, 
alterations, .$50; Louis Sammartino, 
343 Dudley avenue, roof, $350; H. 
Ricklin, Haverford and Essex avenues, 
alterations, $900. 

Eleven inspections were made by 
the Building Inspector, George B. 
Suplee, during the month, two opera- 
tions being completed. 

The report of the Highway and 
Sewer Committee was submitted by 
its chairman, Robert F. Ward, as fol- 
lows:

On Schedule 

Vagrancy as an occupation is not 
so aimless as is commonly supposed. 
Nature's time table is as punctual as 
that of any railroad, and he who 
would repeat his glimpses of living 
beauty must time his visits with care- 
ful exactness. The Vagrant has spent 
many hurried days this summer in 
order to reach the right spots at ex- 
actly the right time. There is, for 
example, that stand of yellow lady- 
slippers which can be viewed annually, 
but not picked, during the week of 
Decoration Day. Many miles away in 
early July there is a roadside swamp 
which displays the most amazing 
spread of forget-me-nots. These can 
best be viewed where a slanting after- 
noon sun strikes obliquely on their liv- 
ing blueness. Such color in such pro- 
fusion! Yet of the thousands of auto- 
mobilists who hourly pass that spot 
not one seems to be aware that there 
in plain view is such a spread as can 
seldom be seen. The Vagrant, stand- 
ing by that roadside, obviously puz- 
zles them, for ihey know not whether 
lie is hitch-hiker or highwayman. 

Enchanted Forest 

If there are perchance among The 
Vagrant's readers any who have read 
and reread, as he has done, "The For- 
est Lovers" by Maurice Hewlett, they 
will have retained the memory of the 
somber, the mighty and almost bound- 
less forest which dominates that 
story and in which the abodes of men, 
even the largest, are almost complete- 
ly submerged. Such a person having 
such a fictional memory can enjoy the 
experience of beholding it all in real 
life by going to the rocky summit in 
the Lynn Woods, easily reached by 
automobile from the city of Lynn, 
Massachusetts. It is amazing that 
such a low hill in the midst of one of 
the most thickly inhabited sections of 
the country could give such an impres- 
sion of almost unbroken forest. Away 
it stretches to the north, mile on mile 
of green tree tops, on to the horizon 
where arises the gilded dome of the 
State House in Boston, the Custom 
House tower and other lofty build- 
ings, all glinting in the sun, and ap- 
parently surrounded and almost over- 
grown by the forest. The imagination 
and brush of Maxficld Parrish have 
not portrayed a more magical city, a 
more enchanted one, than modern Bos- 
ton seems from the Lynn woods on 
any clear day with the sun half-way 
down in the west.

Requirements in Children's 

Travel Club Reduced 



There are more than 60 children in 
Narberth and vicinity who are behind 
in their summer travels through no 
fault of their own. They are enrolled 
members of the Travel Club, which is 
organized each summer vacation by 
the Library to stimulate vacation 
reading by the children. The chil- 
dren indicate their "travels," as they 
proceed from book to book, on maps 
which are provided at the Library for 
that purpose. 

It was the poliomyletis quarantine 
of three weeks, preventing all chil- 
dren under 18 from going to the Li- 
brary at all, that interrupted the 
"travels" this summer, just when an 
unusualy large and enthusiastic num- 
ber of voyagers had got under way. 
Many maps, still carefully laid away 
at the Library by Miss Church, bear 
stars which indicate the countries 
that the children had visited by means 
of the selected reading lists. 

In order to make allowance for the 
time that was lost and still cpmplete 
the course before the schools open 
next month it has been decided at the 
Library to reduce the number of 
books required to complete each course. 
In the course for the upper grades 
the list has been reduced by four 
books. The second grade list, which 
was a shorter one originally, has been 
reduced by three. The Travel Club 
ceases to travel when the schools 
open, but there is ample time, in the 
remaining weeks, for the children to 
complete the abbreviated course, if

ity and congestion in the streets of 
the cities is one of the most striking 
aspects to the visitor, according to 
Miss Brinton. Despite the advertis- 
ing campaign of the Soviet in this 
country, Russia is not "tourist con- 
scious," she believes, and special pro- 
vision has to be made for vistors. 
One cannot set out to wander around 
the country, she said, due to the diffi- 
culty of language, money, lack of pro- 
vision for food and accommodation. 
''There are no privately owned auto- 
mobiles and no taxis, and it is diffi- 
cult to ride the trolleys because they 
arc so congested and one is not sure 
where they go due to the language," 
she explained. "Most of our travel- 
ing was done in Lincolns, Packards 
and Fiats — very luxuriously — with 
Government guides and chauffeurs. 
Special hotels are provided for tour- 
ists and waiters, cooks and servants 
trained to look after them." 

As far as going about where they 
wished in the cities, there was no re- 
striction placed upon them, Miss 
Brinton said. 

As one of the souvenirs she brought 
from Russia Miss Brinton exhibited 
a ruble, a piece of paper money about 
half the size of an American dollar. 
The curious thing about it was the 
fact that it contained printing in five 
languages, Russian, Ukrainean, Geor- 
gian, Turkish and Armenian. 

Going from Russia into Finland one 
was aware immediately of the great 
difference. Finland she compared in 
general aspect to England. Despite 
the repeal of prohibition there it ap- 
pears to be a dry country, she said, 
and is in marked contrast to England, 
which boasts of its wetness.
